had gone much further upon the liberal 
road than lngersoll, 
Sr., 
had ever 
dreamed of. • 
Early in the forties the lngersoll* re­ 
moved to Wisconsin, and a little later 
to southern Illinois. 
Bob Iugersoll’s 
boyhood and early manhood were pawed 
in that state. At 18 he entered the office 
of his elder brother, Ebon C. lngersoll. 
When of age he was admitted to the 
Illinois bar and with his brother opened 
a law office at Shawneetown. 
Both 
were Democrats and prominent in local 
politics. 
Ebon C. became congressman, 
aud at that time it was Robert’s highest 
ambition to be himself sent to the house 
of representatives from his home dis­ 
trict 
In 1857 he removed to Peoria, 
where he thought the field would be 
wider and his political ambition more 
likely to be gratified. He devoted much 
of his time to political speaking and ac- 
xuired considerable local fame. 
In 1860 his opportunity came. He was 
then offered the Democratic nomination 
in a district that was overwhelmingly 
Republican. He accepted and was beaten 
out of his boots. 
His disappointment 
was so severe that he never ranjfor office 
again. 
He settled down to the practice 
of law, but upon the breaking out of the 
civil war entered Union army after or­ 
ganizing a regiment of cavalry.the Elev­ 
enth Illinois, of which he was made col­ 
onel. 
He made a reputation as a soldier 
for personal daring and dash. 
Most of 
his service was in Tennessee. 
When thfe war ended he returned to 
Illinois. 
In politics he became Repub­ 
lican, and his rise in the legal profession 
was rapid. 
In 1866 he was appointed 
attorney general for Illinois which post 
he filled for several years. 
In 1877 he was offered the position 
United states minister to Germany. ' 
refused it. arid a short time after 
removed to New York, where Ii 
ticed law and became one of 
successful legal lights of th 
ohs. 
He had written many

21- — Admiral 
George Dewey has filed suit as a libel­ 
lant in the district oourt of the D istrict 
of Columbia, to recover the prize money 
due him and the officers and <tcw of his 
fleet for the vessels sunk in the battle 
of Manila and the property subsequently 
recover--ii bv the naval force under his 
command. 
The ships and equipm ents 
which have already been inventoried by 
the board of appraisers appointed by 
the secretary of navy. 
Admiral Dewey 
demands the sum of $825,141, and. in 
addition, the amount due upontthe three 
cruisers sunk in the engagement but 
subsequently raised, and upon which he 
places a value of $425,000. 
These ves­ 
sels have never yet been appraised. Hon. 
H ilary A. Herbert, the former secre- 
taiy of the navy, appears aa the chief 
counsel for Admiral Dewey. 
The num ber of men engaged aboard 
the American vessels during the battle 
is given as 1836, and while Admiral 
Dew ey declares th at he is unable to give 
the exact number of men engaged on 
the Spanish side, he asserts th at the 
num ber was far in excess of those under 
his own command and their foroes were 
superior. 
All the property recovered as a result 
of the battle is now in possession of the 
United States, w ith the exception of 
th at which has been consumed. 
Some days ago Admiral Dewey filed 
an individual application for claim for 
navy bounty growing out of the battle 
of Manila bay, and this w ith many oth­ 
ers filed before the navy departm ent are 
now before the court of claims for ju d i­ 
cial determination.
